WASHINGTON (/P)-The Senate- 
House Atomic Energy Committee 
today defeated a Democratic at­ 
tempt to block immediate signing 
of the Dixon-Yates contract. 
The committee acted shortly af­ 
ter President Eisenhower said at 
his news conference he still fav­ 
ored the controversial proposal. 
The vote was 10-8 along strict 
party lines. The 10 Republicans 
on the committee voted to table a 
resolution by Sen. Pastore (D-R. 
I.). 
Pastore’s 
resolution 
would 
’ have called on the Atomic Energy 
Commission not to sign the con­ 
tract to feed private power into 
Tennessee Valley Authority lines. 
To Resume Hearings 
After the vote the committee de­ 
cided to resume immediately its 
public hearings on the contract. 
Pastore’s 
resolution, 
amended 
before the vote was taken, would 
have told the AEC to delay signing 
the agreement until the committee 
“shall have had a further oppor­ 
tunity to study the question . . . 
after the convening of the 84th 
Congress.” 
Congress meets again next Jan ­ 
uary. 
Asked if the vote gave a clue to 
the probable result of another vote 
on whether to waive a 30-day lay­ 
over period required by law, the 
committee 
chairman, 
Rep. 
W. 
Sterling Cole (R-N. Y.) said: 
“It has every indication of that 
eventual outcome.” 
But Cole told reporters the par­ 
ty-line vote might not necessarily 
be duplicated when the commit­ 
tee eventually considers an ad­ 
ministration request to give an im­ 
mediate go-ahead for the contract. 
“It is conceivable that the view 
of some members might change,” 
Cole said. 
Rep. Holifield (D-Calif.) a lead­ 
ing opponent of the proposal, said 
he did not believe today’s vote was 
in effect a vote on the question of 
waiving the layover period. 
Eisenhower a short time before 
had said no be tter way has been 
offered to provide power to areas 
needing it. 
“Quiet Burial 
The President discussed the pow­ 
er proposals in the wake of a Dem­ 
ocratic prediction that it may get 
“a quiet burial” when the 84th 
Congress convenes in January. 
Control of Congress is scheduled 
to shift from the Republicans to 
the Democrats at that time. 
The President said that unt 1 a 
better way of handling the situa­ 
tion is offered, he has got to stick 
to the present proposal. 
While the President was discuss­ 
ing the project with newsmen, 
Democrats at the Capitol were 
moving to hold up signing of the 
contract until after their party 
takes over in Congress. 


Eisenhower Declares Russia Seems 
To Have More Conciliatory Attitude 
About Latest Plane Shooting Incident 


WASHINGTON (/Pi—President 
Eisenhower 
said 
today 
Russia 
seems to be showing a somewhat 
more conciliatory attitude in the 
latest plane shooting incident than 
has been the case in earlier simi­ 
lar episodes. 
The President told a news con­ 
ference the American photo-mak­ 
ing plane shot down by Soviet 
fliers off the Japanese coast on 
Sunday had a right to be where 
it was in this country’s view. 
But these things are not always 
as clear cut as they seem and 
this one is clouded to some extent, 
Eisenhower said. 
The President said he thinks that 
in this case the Russians have 
shown a considerable difference of 
attitude toward American protests 
than they have in the past al­ 
though he doesn’t know what may 
come of it. 
Eisenhower also told his confer­ 
ence he still is for the Dixon-Yates 
power contract here at home be­ 
cause no better way has been of­ 
fered to get the needed electric 
energy. 
He said there’s nothing in the 
contract that can raise by a single 
cent the costs of power to Tennes­ 
see Valley Authority (TVA) cus­ 
tomers. If there is any politics in 
this thing it isn’t by his choosing, 
he said. 
On other matters: 
Chinese attacks — There is no 


atom of truth, Eisenhower said, in 
reports that Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and his Chinese Nation­ 
alist forces have been ordered by 
this country not to attack the Com­ 
munist-held 
Chinese 
mainland. 
The chicl executive said we try 
to deal with our partners as such 
and make agreements with them 
instead of giving orders. 
Bipartisan 
foreign policy—Ei­ 
senhower said he has many good 
friends within the Democratic par­ 
ty and contemplates no difficulty 
on this question. As to how efforts 
will be made to achieve biparti­ 
sanship, he said he didn't know. 
That was in response to a question 
as to whether he might do some­ 
thing along the lines followed by 
former President Truman in ap­ 
pointing John Foster Dulles, now 
secretary of state, and John Sher­ 
man Cooper, now a U. S. senator, 
both Republicans, to contact mem­ 
bers of Congress with respect -to a 
bipartisan policy. 
Science students—Told of re­ 
ports that the Soviets have beer 
expanding their number of science 
students while there has been ar 
apparent decrease here, Eisenhow­ 
er said he believed the federa 
government could act in this field 
without waiting for economic in­ 
fluences to take hold. He spoke o‘ 
the possibility of establishing gov­ 
ernment scholarships for scientific 
students.
